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Musical Chairs on Planning Board

For the second straight year, the Town of Marion 
will see four or more candidates running for two open 
seats on its Planning Board at the May 13 election. 

Five actually pulled papers, but John Rockwell 
chose not to return them for Planning Board; he will run 
for reelection to the Open Space Acquisition Commission 
where he serves as chairman. 

The terms of Joe Rocha and Chairman Will 
Saltonstall expire this year, and neither is running for 
reelection. 

Tucker Burr, a member of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals who lost out to Jon Henry and Alanna Nelson in 
a multicandidate tussle for two Planning Board seats last 
year is back in the race. So is Andrew Daniel, whose 2021 
reelection bid fell short. 

William Dale Jones and Barrett Levenson are also 
running for Planning Board. 

Burr’s father, Carleton “Toby” Burr Jr., returned 
papers on March 15, making official his pursuit of the 
Select Board seat that John Waterman will vacate this year. 
Dr. Ed Hoffer, a member of the Board of Health and the 
ZBA, is his opposition in the Select Board race. 

Hoffer is also running unopposed for reelection 
to the Board of Health, where he recently relinquished his 
duties as chair to Dot Brown, timing out with his pursuit 
of a Select Board seat.

Lyons Found Not Guilty of OUI

Lyons, 61, entered a not-guilty plea at her July 
19, 2021 arraignment to OUI charges and in response of 
a marked lanes violation and was released on personal 
recognizance. Her attorney Robert Nolan told reporters 
at the time that there were witnesses whose testimony 
would contradict the charges. Until March 18, the case 
had been continued multiple times after Nolan filed 
discovery motions seeking video from the arresting 
officer’s body camera and dash cameras. 

Lyons was placed on administrative leave 
after the arrest, and on August 5, 2021, the Town of 
Mattapoisett announced that she had permanently left her 
position with the Select Board’s acceptance and approval 
of terms for her early retirement. The Mattapoisett Police 
Department has since been under the command of Jason 
King, who was promoted from captain to chief of police 
on December 19, 2021. 

Lyons was found guilty of the marked lanes 
violation and ordered to pay a $100 fine.

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developed, leaving what he described as fringe areas 
primarily in wetlands. Vacca said Mattapoisett is not 
alone in this regard. “A lot of the work is in buffer zones; 
it’s important to protect resource areas. I know about 
wetland replications, but they don’t work well,” said 
Vacca, noting that prehearing meetings are important for 
the purpose of gathering details and surface issues that 
might be problematic to a project. 

Select Board Chairman Jordan Collyer asked 
Vacca about his experience with master plans. Vacca 
responded that he had worked on them in the past and 
found them to be useful if the town was committed to 
utilizing them; otherwise, they become a “door stop.” 

Select Board member Jodi Bauer had a much 
more direct question: “Would you stay here until you 
retired?” Smiling, Vacca said, “You could expect five to 
seven years.” 

Collyer asked, “If you had to pick Conservation 
or Planning, which would it be?” “My background is in 
biology, that’s my focus and my forte,” stated Vacca. 

While describing the Conservation Commission 
as being in a good place with the services of a consultant, 
Collyer said the Planning Board is backlogged and that 
Vacca would have to “right the ship.” 

Later in the proceedings, the board voted to move 
forward and offer the position to Vacca. 

Unfortunately for Planning Board member 
Janice Robbins, she missed the interview with Vacca and 
came forward to discuss the Planning Board’s budget. 
However, the conversation centered on the dire condition 
of the Planning Board office absent an administrator. 

“Without an administrator or professional 
planner, we are in the dark,” Robbins stated. She said the 
board had not had any real assistance, especially with 
clerical matters, for a year and that there was no one who 
could write a decision for approved applications. She 
pled for a professional planner and clerical assistance; 
otherwise, “We can’t move forward,” she said. “The 
needs are substantial if the town wants to move forward.” 
Robbins noted that legal services have been used to assist 
in decisions primarily because the Planning Board has 
had nowhere else to turn.

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Collyer assured Robbins that the Select Board 
understands the situation and that he feels confident that 
Vacca is the right person for all that she had mentioned. 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco added that clerical 
help would become available soon. 

The board also met with Lisa Sullivan, 
the Southeast Regional Coordinator for the Green 
Communities initiative, to discuss its invitation to 
Mattapoisett to join. Sullivan said the goal is to make the 
future cleaner using cleaner energy sources including 
everything from electric cars to LED lighting, both of 
which are available to members of the program. 

Sullivan said that 280 Massachusetts communities 
have signed onto the program, receiving a total of 
$20,000,000 in grant funding annually spread over the 
state, that no tax dollars were used to fund grants and 
that participating towns have enjoyed some $25,500,000 in 
energy savings. 

Mattapoisett could receive $134,000 in the first 
year, Sullivan said, for such programs as energy planning 
assistance, technical assistance and administration 
funding. 

There are five criteria that must be met, Sullivan 
pointed out. They include As-Of-Right Siting for at least 
one of the following: renewable or alternative energy- 
generating facilities, renewable or alternative-energy 
research and development facility or renewable or 
alternative-energy manufacturing facility; 12 months to

Employees to Get 3 Percent Raise 
Rochester Select Board

The Rochester Select Board is recommending 
a higher-than-ever, cost-of-living raise for all town 
employees in the next fiscal year in an attempt to keep 
employees from leaving the town workforce. 

On Monday night, the board proposed a 
3-percent COLA increase for FY23, a move that in prior 
years yielded no more than a 2-percent raise. 

“T feel it’s time to reward the employees who 
have not gotten what they deserve yet,” Select Board 
Chairman Bradford Morse said. “And we feel 3 percent is 
a good start.” 

“This recommendation is good for employee 
retention,” added Town Counsel Blair Bailey. “A good 
move for the town.” 

The move was an immediate done-deal as far 
as Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg was 
concerned. “I’m fine with everything you’ ve just said,” 
responded Stoltenberg, who said he will now take the 
recommendation back to his committee, where it will 
likely be approved by that panel as well. The COLA raise 
will become part of the FY23 budget proposal to be put

“We are trying to keep up with inflation and 
what other communities pay,” Selectman Paul Ciaburri 
said in a later interview, “and show the employees we 
appreciate them. It’s been normally about a 2-percent 
raise for quite a few years now.”

Board’s formal warrant review will be held on April 25. 
The warrant will be signed on May 2 to be posted on May 
3. 

In a joint decision with the Board of Health, the 
Select Board approved lifting the mask mandate at the 
Council on Aging Senior Center with the condition that 
the boards make it easy to go back to a mask requirement 
later on if necessary. 

The Select Board unanimously granted the 
COA’s request for a mask mandate at the center on Dexter 
Lane on December 20, 2021.

The guys eat their lunch in their trucks 
because they don’t want any sort of varmint,” said 
McGrail, noting that the facility fails both operational 
needs and OSHA standards. “The long-term plan is to 
demolish all the buildings on the right.” 

As it is, Marion cannot properly wash its 
equipment or keep equipment out of the weather and 
preserve its value. 

FinCom member Margie Baldwin called the 
current DPW “hazardous to the employees” and urged 
the town to make the citizens understand that the facility 
is out of compliance. 

Once the new site opens on Benson Brook, the 
larger buildings on the left at the Highway Department 
can be cleaned up and used for projects, according to 
McGrail. 

Marion’s MS4 permit requires covered salt 
storage, which will be part of the new facility across Route 
6. Fuel storage and salt storage would move to the new 
location, and open areas will be used for boat parking and 
event parking. 

Waterman said that Wayne Mattson and architect 
Will Saltonstall have designed a new facility that he 
described as “utilitarian, but it meets the needs.” 

McGrail said Marion’s proposal is probably only 
a quarter of the cost of the average DPW facility being 
built in Massachusetts municipalities. At $191,825, the 
town has built what he called “a real heavy contingency”

In answer to FinCom member Peter Winters, 
Finance Director Judy Mooney explained that the town’s 
$1,500,000, free-cash contribution to the DPW project will 
be paid up front and, according to McGrail, applied to 
construction costs. The debt would come online in FY24. 

There was no new information in McGrail’s 
PowerPoint on the Harbormaster Marine Center, but in 
reviewing the project history he reminded the committee 
that the September 2020 feasibility study resulted in 
negative feedback and ultimately a sleeker approach. The 
amended design’s main objective, said McGrail, was to 
“right-size the building,” 

An April 2021 updated design included 
breakaway walls so that a rush of water could pass 
through and not threaten the upper level of the building 
where the Harbormaster Department offices would 
be located. A lift elevator will make the new building 
handicap accessible. 

The prior design had bathrooms on the upper 
level, but those were cut from the project in favor of 
renovation of the existing ground-level restrooms. 

The cost estimate for the Marine Center, including 
a 5 percent, soft-cost contingency, is $2,879,463. Having 
put in $75,000 as its design-grant match, Marion is looking 
to borrow $700,000 to cover its share of the construction. 

The remainder of the construction funding 
will, the town hopes, the result of two $1,000,000 grant 
applications (in addition to the $300,000 granted by the 
state’s Seaport Economic Council). 

In the event Marion does not receive the second 
$1,000,000 grant, McGrail and Harbormaster Isaac Perry 
have spent time looking over other potential grant- 
funding opportunities, so far identifying two alternatives. 

“Honestly, we’ve been very up front with (the 
Seaport Economic Council), they know our plan,” said 
McGrail, who said Marion is not the first town to make 
the two applications (the SEC has a $1,000,000 grant cap 
per application but not per project). 

Debt service, expected at $50,000 to $60,000 per 
year, will be entirely funded by the Waterways Account. 
McGrail expects that harbor-related fees should not be 
impacted. 

Catalyst Architecture has already designed 
harbormaster headquarters for several other regional 
communities with assistance from the SEC. The 
uncertainty lies in the end of Governor Baker’s term, 
which could spell the end of the SEC. Construction is 
projected for the fall of 2023. 

The original design intended to move 
administrative staff to the Marine Center, but that support 
has been located at the Town House while also serving the 
town clerk on a half-time basis. 

FinCom member Bill Marvel sought clarification 
to Town Meeting vote on $775,000 in town funding for the 
grant match. 

“Tf it comes back to Town Meeting, that means we 
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did very poorly,” said McGrail.

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The committee held off on voting on Articles 10 
and 11 because they were still under the review of bond 
counsel for the sake of accurate verbiage.

Committee Will Shed Light on Solar Bylaw 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

On March 21 the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
voted to establish a committee of seven to nine people 
to evaluate the current solar bylaw draft or start from 
scratch. Two Planning Board members and Administrator 
of Assessing Kathleen Costello, along with others yet to 
be named, will spearhead this latest effort to bring a new 
solar bylaw to the voters, possibly in the fall. 

Also on March 21, the board held a public hearing 
on the proposed solar bylaw draft that could have been 
dubbed a “lame duck.” During the previous Planning 
Board meeting held on March 9, public input and 
questions raised by the town’s assessing office regarding 
the drafted solar bylaw found the document lacking 
in clarity and possibly risking future revenue growth. 
Desirous of additional public input, the Planning Board 
decided to go forward with a planned March 21 public 
hearing on the topic. 

Once again in attendance was Russell Chase, 

a resident who had concerns that the drafted bylaw 
language would be too restrictive for those property 
owners wishing to construct small (less than 17,000 square 
feet) arrays for personal use. He also noted it might limit 
farmers’ abilities to subsidize their earnings. He further 
considered clauses mandating the planting of pollinator 
mixes as unnecessary and costly, a $2,000 permit too 
costly, and the need for monitoring of planted areas 
onerous. 

Planning Board member Janice Robbins, who 
has led the way for a local solar bylaw, responded that 
planting areas where native plants had been removed 
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during construction is necessary. “We have to balance the 
needs of solar and natural habitats,” she said, adding that 
most homeowners would be entitled to install residential 
systems but wondered “where is the cut-off” between 
small and medium installations. 

Speaking on behalf of the town was attorney 
Matthew Thomas who, along with Costello, was 
instrumental in Mattapoisett’s Home Rule Petition 
(July 2020) that granted the town authority to negotiate 
P.1I.L.O.T. programs that allow solar developers to pay 
a fixed fee over the life of an array in lieu of taxes. 
Costello’s position has been that these programs have 
been successful in securing new revenue for the town; 
Mattapoisett is more than 90-percent dependent on 
real estate property taxes with very little in the way of 
commercial venues. 

Thomas stated, “I advise you to proceed with 
caution.” While he agreed that a solar bylaw is necessary 
to “protect the health and safety of the public,” Thomas 
said that pending decision(s) from the Supreme Judicial 
Court regarding zoning versus site-plan reviews could 
find the town defending its solar bylaw in court. 

“You need a bylaw especially during 
decommissioning — there is a need,” Thomas said. But 
while noting that the current draft would not be moving 
forward to the Spring Town Meeting, he suggested the 


board, “wait for the SJC decision so you don’t run afoul ... 


then you can craft a bylaw for the safety of Mattapoisett.” 
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In a follow-up with Costello, she said that state 
solar regulations take into consideration kilowatt hours 
versus square footage of array sites and that it would be 
important for all regulating agencies including the town 
to be “speaking the same language.” 

Thomas also favored a bylaw based on kilowatts 
versus acreage. “We are going to need solar ... we need 
to see how that fits in neighborhoods. It’s a hot topic, but 
solar can be good for passive reuse of some lands,” he 
concluded. 

Speaking for the Mattapoisett Land Trust, Michael 
Huguenin brought up the issue of inspecting solar arrays 
post construction to ensure conditions imposed on the site 
are being upheld by the developer and operator. He also 
expressed concern that recent FEMA updates to flood- 
zone mapping did not take into consideration Category 
3 and 4 hurricanes. He urged the Planning Board to 
consider restriction of solar arrays both medium and large 
being installed in flood zones. Huguenin pointed to the 
construction of the Bowman Road array as an example of 
where not to grant solar permits. Robbins noted that the 
recently permitted Randall Lane LLC array is at least in 
one location in a hurricane-impact area. 

Huguenin then asked, “Have you seen any 
reports?” Part of the permitting process for Bowman Road 
was a condition that the owner / operators give an annual 
written report on the functioning and maintenance of 
various systems such as drainage. “And they should be 
signed and stamped by a civil engineer,” he said. 

“We are concerned about ongoing operation over 
20 years,” Huguenin stated. “What happens if they just 
stop, who maintains the drainage and vegetation? What 
recourse does the town have?” Continuing in this vein, 
Huguenin pointedly asked the board, “Have you asked 
for reports?” Robbins responded that there was not any 
administrative help for the board at the present time with 
Chairman Tom Tucker saying, “We are volunteers.” 

The establishment of a committee will be revisited 
at the next meeting of the Planning Board. 

In other business, the Park Lane Extension 
Definitive Subdivision Plan Form C owned by Andre 
Rieksts, Scott Atkinson and Margo Wilson-Atkinson 
received an extension until April 4, at which time the 
property owners will have the required authority from the 
Select Board to complete Park Lane from its current public 
termination into a private roadway. 

The board also approved the release of one lot 
located in the Eldridge Estates subdivision planned by 
Scott Snow. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, April 4, at 7:00 pm.

The board voted to approve John Hall’s Approval 
Not Required (ANR) application seeking to create a 
second lot on 66 acres of woodland and upland property 
located at 453 Snipatuit Road.

Septic Code Will Reflect Practice 
Marion Board of Health

There are two ways that the Marion Board of 
Health could revise its Septic Code: 1. Rewrite to rid 
the document of “Frankenstein” elements; 2. Write in a 
statement that if the state sets a different set of criteria for 
a leaching area besides Marion’s, the state’s criteria will 
take precedent. 

“There are a couple issues. ... The goal is not to 
change anything actually being done but make it match 
more closely with what we do,” said Health Agent Ana 
Wimmer during the board’s March 17 public meeting. 

Board of Health Chairperson Dot Brown planned 
to send Wimmer recommended revisions with a plan to 
discuss them. Changes will require a public hearing, but 
Brown stressed there will not be a change in meaning, just 
making the matter clearer going forward. 

Board member Dr. Ed Hoffer also met informally 
with interested entrepreneurs on March 14 to garner input 
on dumpster regulations with a plan to bring the feedback 
to Wimmer, who marked up her copy of the proposed 
regulations based on public comments made at the last 


public hearing. 
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In the matter of vegetation management, Wimmer 
told the board that she looked at all the wells and 
identified four, notifying Eversource, the state bureau of 
Herbicide Management and abutters. One had a drinking 
well and irrigation well, but another just irrigation, need 
to test for potability. 

Noting a recent case of misunderstanding, 
Wimmer said that any property within a public-water 
area must connect to the town water supply within three 
months of service availability, and any well on such a 
property must be limited in its use to irrigation. 

The board sought to clarify who enforces the 
regulation, noting that it is in the town code but not the 
sanitary code. 

Wimmer and Health Director / Nurse Lori 
Desmarais both have accounts to access the Barnstable 
County database. Wimmer said that four of the systems in 
the database are not nitrogen-removing. 

In her Health Agent’s Report, Wimmer told the 
board she sent letters addressing septic compliance to 664 
Mill Street and 570 Front Street. She also received data for 
sampling from two properties just above the allowable 
threshold and two properties on Converse Road that are 
close to the threshold. There were to be resample tests this 
week. 

The board issued a Certificate of Compliance to 
91A Allen’s Point Road. Two other addresses, 514 and 464 
Front Street, are making progress, the 464 address to be 
inspected by the end of March. 

Desmarais gave her COVID-19 update. Marion 
has had a total of 1,167 cases, three of which were active 
as of the March 17 meeting and seven over the prior two 
weeks. In February, there were 40 cases, and midway 
through March there were 10. 

As of March 17, Old Rochester Regional High 
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School had one person (staff or student) in quarantine but 
none in isolation (COVID positive) and 215 total cases 
since the start of the 2021-22 academic year. The same was 
the case at the junior high (98 cases for the school year,) 
while Sippican Elementary has two in quarantine, four 
positive cases in isolations and 148 for the academic year. 
Tabor Academy was on spring break until March 21. 

Beach signage was discussed where it concerns 
litter violations. The signs, which need to include permit 
and phone numbers, will be located at Silvershell, 
Planting Island, Island Wharf and Oakdale Avenue from 
the third week of June through Labor Day and will cost 
the town approximately $50 per sign. 

The board voted to pay an invoice reimbursing 
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Wimmer $82 for her state Sanitation application fee. 

The board is planning to resume in-person public 
meetings but will wait until June. The next meeting of the 
Marion Board of Health is scheduled for Thursday, April 
7, at 4:00 pm. 


Zuker Sharpens Pitch for Zoning Change 
Marion Planning Board

After being denied the two-thirds vote necessary 
at the 2021 Fall Town Meeting for the zoning change key 
to his proposed residential project, developer Matt Zuker 
plans to try again. 

“Tt was an educational experience, and what we 
learned from that is get more of the information out there 
in a better way,” Zuker told the Marion Planning Board 
during a public hearing on Monday night. 

While discussion of his project was inevitable, the 
application is only for the zoning change to Residence E 
that would allow the density planned in the townhouse- 
style development proposed for Route 6 along the 
Weweantic River. 

Zuker had hoped that the conservation restriction 
he had enacted last year to lend credibility to his 
commitment to limit the project to 48 units would satisfy 
voters who were on the fence, but the vote last fall was 
essentially split down the middle, falling far short of 
the required two-thirds majority needed. After taking 
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time over the winter to regroup, Zuker said he realized 
he needs to do a substantially better job explaining and 
promoting a project that both elected officials and town 
employees openly favor. 

In promoting the market-rate residential 
development earmarked to meet the needs of over-55 
people, especially those looking to downsize and age in 
place, Zuker has designed the units with first-floor master 
bedrooms and walk-in garages, along with tweaks to fall 
more in line with town guidelines where they pertain 
to roof pitches, windows and doorways. Even siding 
materials have been selected to create a traditional look 
but provide maintenance-free living. Tactical elevations 
on second-floor designs will presumably foster a sense of 
community among the residents. 

Zuker has also taken actions to address Marion’s 
infrastructural needs, finalizing a water-sewer agreement 
with the town that will finance 1,600 linear feet of piping, 
making a $1,265,000 commitment to help Marion mitigate 
infiltration and inflow (I/1) to its wastewater, improving 
sewer pipes, funding $123,000 in design and construction 
costs relating to the Creek Road Pumping Station, 
contributing toward other projects including the Front 
Street Pumping Station and replacing a 6 inch water main 
with 12-inch pipe. 

Planning Board member Chris Collings, a River 
Road resident who said that his neighborhood will be 
positively impacted by the project, recused himself from 
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on April 4. 

Board member Eileen Marum said she is quite 
pleased with the way Zuker has stepped forward with 
the necessary water-and-sewer support. “He realizes the 
issues before the town and is making every effort to try 
and address these,” she said. 

Public input on the matter came from Zoning 
Board of Appeals member Tucker Burr and Board of 
Health member and Select Board candidate Dr. Ed Hoffer. 

Burr mentioned how long it took to get Marion 
Village Estates built and said he didn’t think it right to 
hold Zuker “in limbo.” Hoffer, who had worked on a 
survey that supported former property owner Henry 
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DeJesus when the latter sought the same zoning change 
back in 2020, said, “The project being presented tonight 
is exactly what many people have been begging for ... I’m 
strongly in favor of this project going forward.” 

While no snags in Zuker’s plan were identified by 
the members, one insisted that the Planning Board cannot 
effectively vet the project without being able to study 
the much larger, neighboring 40B project that Ken Steen 
presently has under the consideration of the ZBA. 

“You have to take that into account,” said Jon 
Henry. 

Board member Alanna Nelson agreed, saying the 
board needs to look at the much-bigger, town-planning 
perspective. “I think the real information that’s new to 
us this time is the financial commitments, and that’s the 
one thing you didn’t have clarified at the October Town 
Meeting,” said Nelson, addressing Zuker. 

Zuker reminded Henry that even with the 
potential passing of a zoning change, his project will “still 
have to go through a lengthy process with the Planning 
Board.” Zuker also noted that if he was forced to build 
under the current zoning, none of the current payments 
or projects would be negotiated with the town. “We’d 
probably go septic,” he said. 

Select Board member John Waterman suggested 
Zuker make this clear with residents in informational 
meetings that the developer has planned at the Music Hall 
on Saturday, April 2, at 11:00 am and on Thursday, April 
7, at 6:00 pm. Zuker also has a meeting planned for the 
Cushing Community Center at a date to be determined 
“just so people can continue asking questions,” he said. 
“For whatever reasons (we) didn’t do a good-enough job 
last time.” 

The board voted to continue the public hearing to 
Monday, April 4, at 7:05 pm, when a vote on the zoning 
change is anticipated. If approved, the matter will become 
an article on the May 9 Annual Town Meeting warrant 
subject to Select Board approval. 

Citing a reminder that the scope of the discussion 
should be confined to approval of the zoning amendment, 
Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee said, “We’re not as a board 
surrendering any part of these plans by approving the 
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zoning change.” 
A second public hearing to address a proposed 
zoning change took far less time, this one dealing with 
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April 19. 

Resident and longtime developer Sherman Briggs 
sought clarification relative to his 25-acre site within the 
water-protection district. Hills said he will verify the 
regulation. 

In response to the ZBA’s request for comment 
on the waivers requested by Steen for his 40B residential 
project adjacent to Zuker’s, Planning Board banter 
shook out four suggestions that will be in its response: 

1. Density (the board has been concerned about safety 
and traffic impact on Route 6); 2. hopes that the building 
is as energy-efficient and sustainable as possible; 3. 
Density should not prohibit the interior roadways or 
infrastructure; 4. that there be a pedestrian-friendly 
environment inside and strong connections made to 
nearby developments and town offices. 

Comments to the ZBA regarding the application 
made by Bernadette Kelly and Sheldon Daley III at 313 
Wareham Road, the members recommended that second- 
floor use be transient in nature. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, April 4, at 7:00 pm. 


Upside-Down House Gets Special Permit 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The March 17 meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals was short and sweet with just one case 
scheduled, and short and sweet is just what the property 
owners Michael Esposito and Cynthia Redel, 18 Ned’s 
Point Road, needed after a devasting fire consumed their 
large, seaside home on April 6, 2021. That property was 
the former location of the much-loved Silver Gull Inn, 
which had served as a summer retreat and dining venue 
for decades before being converted into a 9,000-square- 
foot private residence. 

Represented by architect Will Saltonstall of 
Marion, the couple sought a Special Permit to develop an 
adjacent lot that would feature an upside-down floorplan. 

Saltonstall said that the lot size was 12,000 square 
feet with 81 feet of frontage in the R30 zone. He said the 
original plan was to build a detached garage, for which 
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they had previously received building permission, but 
now wished to develop the site with a structure that 
would feature a first-floor, three-stall garage and single- 
bay workshop with a one-bedroom residence on the 
second floor. 

The floor plan Saltonstall pointed to also 
showed a Cape Cottage aesthetic in keeping with the 
neighborhood and that the lot when first created in 
1960 would not meet current setbacks but should be 
grandfathered and a Special Permit granted.

CODA. Starring Emilia Jones and Marlee Matlin. 
Directed by Sian Heder. Running time: 112 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. Now streaming on AppleTV+. 

The well-meaning CODA, which has 
unexpectedly pulled into the lead in the race for a Best 
Picture Oscar, seems designed to make skeptics feel like 
bullies. It’s about a family — mother, father, son, daughter 
— in which all but the daughter are deaf. The father 
(Troy Kotsur) and his kids Leo (Daniel Durant) and Ruby 
(Emilia Jones) go fishing for a living — the film is set in 
Gloucester — while the mother (Marlee Matlin), worried 
about bills, just seems to want to sell the boat. Looking for 
a gut elective her senior year of high school, Ruby drifts 
into choir, partly because singing is something she enjoys 
doing while flinging fish, partly because she’s crushing on 
choir kid Miles (Ferdia Walsh-Peelo). 

The presence of the Shaggs’ immortal record 
Philosophy of the World in Ruby’s room shouldn’t fool you. 
Ruby doesn’t seem to have a passion for music; the plot 
just dictates that she enter an art her family can’t share 
her experience of. (The script, by director Sian Heder, 
proposes a couple of ways deaf people can enjoy music, 
but still has the mother ask Ruby, “If I were blind, would 
you paint?” Well, Mom, for starters, visual art can also 
be tactile; and a movie about such a family developing 
ways to process their daughter’s expression sounds a lot 
more interesting than CODA is.) Eugenio Derbez, huge 
in Mexico and slowly penetrating American film for the 
last decade, gets to play the plum role of the choir teacher 
who’s a checklist of traits: impatient, arrogant, a terror to 
unserious students but a believer in Ruby’s talent. He tells 
her not to try to sing pretty. She sings pretty anyway. 

An exercise in irony, CODA makes a big ally show 
of putting deaf characters on the screen, casting actual 
deaf actors, and establishing the parents as sex maniacs, 
which goes so far in the other direction from the standard 
depiction of disabled people as sexless that it’s kind of 
crude and campy — but the movie isn’t really about 
them. The movie shouts it out loud: Deaf people — it’s 
like they’re people or something! They get drunk and high, 
they boink, they get in barroom fights. The one thing 
they can’t do, apparently, is make a living without Ruby 
as their free interpreter. Intentionally or not — since it 


centers Ruby and her dilemmas — CODA ends up saying: 
Deaf people — what pains in the ass! Ruby’s loyalty to 
her family threatens to derail her destiny as a great singer 
(even though that destiny was unknown to her during the 
first 16 years of her life). Now, a lot of movies have set up 
the conflict of the talented kid who needs to get out of the 
small town, the house, the needs of his family. The family, 
though, usually isn’t three-quarters disabled. Having your 
young lead resist leaving home because she can’t abandon 
not one, not two, but three disabled family members is, 
I’m sorry, overkill. The deaf people in this movie are 
unavoidably plot obstacles on the cute abled kid’s path to 
glory. 

The tone seems off: the family seems selfish for 
not wanting Ruby to go; Ruby seems selfish for wanting 
to go; then Ruby seems selfish for not wanting to go. The 
emotions of the story feel unresolved, almost ignored. 

Do the parents and the brother come up with some other 
way to have a hearing person on board? (According to 
the movie, they need ears aboard because the father and 
brother can’t be relied on to pay attention to the flashing 
alert lights on the boat. Deaf people: they get into such 
wacky mix-ups! Anyway, this is a dramatic distortion of a 
real 2003 case: google “Coast Guard Cites Deaf Boater.” ) 
Does Ruby still want to leave for Boston when her sweetie 
won't be going? And does anyone who’s seen a movie 
before doubt what the outcome of Ruby’s audition will 
be? 

The acting here is aces across the board, and it’s 
nice to see a majority-disabled family in a movie who’s 
also working-class. But the movie didn’t tell me anything 
I didn’t already know about Deaf culture (except for 
the mother delivering a brief speech, which Matlin sells 
beautifully, about how she’d wanted the newborn Ruby to 
be deaf — which flirts with emotional complexity far, far 
beyond this film). It’s a movie about a cute kid who wants 
to go off to Fancy School in the City. The deafness is very 
much incidental.

dumped into the swamp in order to create a road leading 
directly to Rochester Center. 

Abraham Holmes in 1821 wrote his own 
descriptions of the town. Of Mary’s Pond, he wrote,” a 
most beautiful sheet of water and is nearly as round as a 
circle”. He explains that the pond had no inlet or outlet; 
contained a few minor species of fish and was 3/4 of a 
mile across. He also added that in mid-1800’s, the town 
spent $100 to cut a canal from the pond to the adjacent 
river in an attempt to encourage alewives to enter the 
pond. However, Holmes reports that the attempt was a 
failure. 

Mary’s Pond also played a role in the early 
settlers’ production of linen cloth. Flax was grown and its 
fibers were used to create the cloth. Flax fibers, however, 
were too tough to use until they were softened. This was 
accomplished by submerging the flax in water, weighing 
it down with rocks and leaving it there until it rotted. 
Mary’s Pond provided a perfect spot for this because it 
had a clear bottom. 

The pond we see today is still,” a beautiful 
sheet of water” (A. Holmes) and provides recreational 
opportunities: fishing, kayaking, canoeing, and during a 
cold enough winter, skating and hockey.
